Reed's speech began debate on 


the Hopkins nomination, approved 
13 to 6 Wednesday by( the senate 
commerce committee with Chair- 
man Bailey (d., N. C.) declining 
to vote and all republican com- 
imtteemen voting "no." 


In a printed statement explain- 


ing that he again would refrain 
from voting when the roll was 
called in the senate on the nom- 
ination, Bailey declared that Hop- 
kins, by making political speeches 
while he was WPA admin is trator, 
had set an example "which must 
be condemned by congress." 


Most of the 96 senators were in 


their seats and the galleries were 
crowded as Reed, 
making 
his 


maiden speech, bitterly assailed 
the political activity which he said 
had taken place within the WPA. 
Citing the report of the senate 
campaign expenditures 
commit- 


tee's investigation of political co- 
ercion of WPA workers, Reed de- 
clared: "I think we have reached 
the depths of political depravity 
when those cloaked with the power 
and authority may take from those 
who are on the borderline of des- 
titution, pennies, dimes and dol- 
lars appropriated by congress out 
of the public treasui y for the 
relief of misery and suffering. 
Senator Davis (r.( Pa.) predicted 


congress eventually would v order 
an 
investigation 
of the- wMole 


PWA. 
The public, he said, de- 


mands it. 


Davis, like Reed, said Hopkins 


must be responsible for instances 
of politics in relief.

The legislature adjourned Thurs- 


day at 10:50 a. m. to meet Friday 
at 10 a. m. 


In spite of the governor's ex- 


pressed opposition 
to any 
new 


forms of taxation, two democrats, 
Charles Herrlck and E. M. Neu- 
b a u e r, Thursday introduced a 
sugar-coated 68 page, 53 sections, 
bill calling for a state income tax. 
The sugar coating is in these titu- 
lar words: "This bill 
shall 
be 


known as the property tax relief 
act of 1939." It exempts individ- 
ual incomes up to $500, starts then 
at 2 percent and creeps up to a 
top of 15 percent on Incomes of 
more than $7,500. It also exempts 
$500 corporation Income and then 
spreads from 4 percent on incomes 
of from 5500 to $2,500 to 8, 12 and 
15 percent top, latter on incomes 
over $10,000. It exempts numer- 
ous non-profit societies and organ- 
izations. 
All income to be allo- 


cated by the state treasurer, as- 
sisted by the state superintendent, 
to a fund to be known as property 
tax relief fund for the reduction, 
in corresponding amount, of the 
district school tax. 


John Callan introduced a bill, 


L. B. 87, for repeal of the present 
law levying a per capita tax of 
$2 on all persons, 21 to 50, for the 
benefit of state assistance. In his 
inaugural message, Gov. Cochran 
recommended legislation to make 
head tax collections more effec- 
tive. 
He estimates collection for 


the new year, on basis of 
new 


teeth, at one million dollars. Cal- 
lan, 
however, is skeptical as to 


what might be accomplished from 
sharper teeth. He introduced his 
bill on basis of the record showing 
$600,000 turned in the past year 
when $960,000 should have been 
paid. 
Douglas county, 
he said, 


should have paid $168,964 but ac- 
tually did pay §73,787, 43 percent. 
Lancaster should have paid, Cal- 
lan said, $78,160, and actually re- 
turned 554,967, 69 percent.

Lieutenant Governor Hits at 


Law Enforcement Work 


of the Division. 


Lieut. Gov. Johnson 
recom- 


mended In an address before the 
annual convention of the Nebraska 
Sheriffs and Peace Officers asso- 
ciation at the Lincoln Thursday 
afternoon 
that 
the 
Nebraska 


Safety Patrol be granted "general 
police powers for emergency meas- 
ures." 
He 
declared 
himself in 


favor of merging the patrol with 
the state sheriff's office "in the 
Interest of economy." 


The 
lieutenant 
governor also 


cited the need for an active crim- 
inal identification bureau and at 
the same time took a lusty swing 
at the law enforcement division of 
the state government. 


"The only valuable service ren- 


dered by the state law enforce- 
ment division during the last two 
years," he charged, "has been thru 
the department of criminal identi- 
fication. 
The failure of the legis- 


lature to appropriate the usual 
amount of money two years *go 
for maintenance of the bureau has 
practically emasculated it so far 
as Its doing any public good Is 
concerned. 


"There is a definite need for a 


small, well 
manned 
bureau of 


criminal 
identification 
to 
work 


with county officers on the more 
serious crimes and those which re- 
quire 
investigation 
beyond 
the 
state line." 


"No Aptitude." 


Tho he expressed general ap- 


proval of the proposed merger of 
the safety patrol and sheriff's of- 
fice, Johnson added: "But law en- 
forcement is a matter pretty much 
of men. They are not trained in 
It so much as born to it. The pa- 
trol has shown no particular ap- 
titude or the requisite Judgment 
for criminal investigation work." 
He pointed out that according to 
the present statutes the patrol is 
restricted entirely to the enforce- 
ment of traffic laws. 


At present members of the pa- 


trol must be deputized for special 
duty, Johnson said. If patrol mem- 
bers accidentally shot someone or 
damaged property, particularly of 
an innocent party, there would be 
"serious 
doubt," 
the 
lieutenant 


governor pointed out, aa to the 
state's liability.

Wants Future Government 


Salaries and Bonds Put

W A ^HINGTON. 
(UP). Presi- 


dent Roosevelt renewed his request 
that congress pass legislation re- 
moving tax exemption privileges 
from future government salaries 
and bonds. 


He also requested action before 


March 15 to Taar retroactive fed- 
eral incomu levies on state offi- 
cers and bondholders whose in- 
come had been regarded as exempt 
from federal taxation until recent 
decisions by the supreme court. 


The president's special message 


renewed 
recommendations 
made 


last spring, A senate committee 
already is considering the tax ex- 
emption question. Treasury wit- 
nesses told the committtee Wed- 
nesday that federal revenue* ulti- 
mately might be Increased by 
more than $300,000,000 by removal 
of the tax exemption privilege. 


Mr. Roosevelt said that present 


tax exemption privileges rest not 
on constitutional requirements but 
upon judicial decisions which, he 
pointed out, are now in the process 
of re-examination by the supreme 
court. 


Mr. Roosevelt said, "Those who 


earn their HvHhood from govern- 
ment should bear the same tax 
burden as those who earn their 
Hvlihood In private employment." 


WASHINGTON. (5*). Treasury 


officials said removal of tax ex- 
emptions would not make much 
difference in the interest rates or 
marketability of federal securities.

Loup Kiver President Puz-

Charles B. Fricke, president of 
the Loup river public power dis- 
trict, reiterated that his organiza- 
tion is definitely committed to the 
payment of an equivalent amount 
of the taxes paid by the private 
power companies which the dis- 
trict plans to buy. 


~ "There appears to be a general 
misunderstanding about the mat- 
ter," he said.

F. D, R. Asks Tax Law Change 


WASHINGTON. UP). The text of 


President Roosevelt's tax message 
to congress fellow's: 


In my message of April 25, 1938, 
I urged that the time had come 
when the congress should exercise 
its constitutional power to tax in- 
come from whatever source de- 
rived. I urged that the. time had 
come when private- income should 
not be exempt either Irom federal 
or state income tax simply be- 
cause private Income is derived as 
interest from federal, state or mu- 
nicipal obligations or because it 
is received as compensation for 
services rendered to the federal, 
state or municipal governments. 


A fair and effective progressive 
Income tax and a huge perpetual 
reserve of tax exempt bonds couid 
not exist side by side. Those who 
earn their livelihood from govern- 
ment should bear the same tax 
burden as those who earn their 
livelihood in private employment. 
The tax immunities heretofore 


accorded to private income de- 
rived from government securities 
or government employment are 
not inexorable requirements of the 
constitution, but are the result of 
judicial decision. 
I repeat that it is not unreason- 
able to hope that judicial decision 
would permit the elimination of 
these immunities. 
Decisions' of the supreme court 
rendered since my message, par- 
ticularly the decision in the port 
of New York authority case, have 
made an important and construc- 
tive contribution to the elimina- 
tion of these inequitable immuni- 
ties. 


Need Supplementary Law. 


It Is obvious, however, 
that 
these inequities cannot be satis- 
factorily corrected by judicial de- 
cisions alone. Without legislation 
to supplement them, many individ- 
uals and corporations will be sub- 
jected to tax liabilities for Income 
received In pnst years which they 
mistakenly but in good faith be- 
lieved to be tax exempt. It is evi- 
dent, for example, that employes 
of many state agencies us well as 
the holders of securities of public 
corporations believed that the In- 
come they received from 
such 
sources was tax exempt, in view 
of the opinion of eminent counsel 
based upon earlier decisions of the 
supreme cmjrt. In the interest of 
equity qncl justice, therefore, im- 
mediate legislation is required to 
prevent judicial decisions 
from 
operating In auch a retroactive 
fashion na to impose tax liability 
on these Innocent employes and 
Investors for salaries heretofore 
earned, or on income derived from 
securities heretofore Issued. 


In the light of those decisions 
there are, among the taxpayers of 
the nation, inevitable uncertainties 
respecting 
their 
Uix 
liabilities. 


There Is uncertainty whether the 
salaries which they receive are 
not taxable under the existing- pro- 
visions of the revemio acts; there 
la uncertainty whether the interest 
which they receive upon the obli- 
gations of governmental instru- 
mentalities is similarly not tax- 
able; and there is an uncertainty 
whether the salaries and interest 
which they received for past years 
will create an unanticipated source 
of tax liabilities and penalties. 
In view of the fact that Ihe bu- 


reau of internal revenue will have 
no choice but to enforce our In- 
come tax law as declared In tho 
latest decisions of the 
supreme 


court, prompt legislation Is neces- 
sary to safeguard against the in- 
equities to which I have referred. 
The need, therefore, is for 
the 


prompt enactment of equitable 
rules, prospective 
in operation, 
which the bureau can apply and 
taxpayers can 
observe without 
that mass or litigation which oth- 
erwise is to bo anticipated. We 
arc confronted with a situation 
which can bo handled with fair- 


s to all and with reasonable 
administrative convenience only 
thru the co-operation of the con- 
gress and the courts. 


Should Pan Before March 15. 
Unless the congress passes some 
legislation dealing with this situ- 
ation prior to March 15th, I am 
Informed by the secretary of the 
treasury that he will be obliged 
to collect back taxes for at least 
three years upon the employes of 
many state agencies and upon the 
security holders of many state 
corporate instrumentalities, who 
mistakenly but in good faith be- 
lieved, they were tax exempt. The 
assessment and collection of these 
taxes will doubtlessly in many 
cases produce great hardship. 
Accordingly, I recommend leg- 
islation to correct the existing in- 
equitable situation, and at 
the 
same time make private, income 
from all government salaries here- 
after earned and from all govern- 
ment securities hereafter issued 
subject to the general income tax 
laws of tho nation and of the sev- 
eral states. It Is difficult for al- 
most all citizens to understand 
why a constitutional provision per- 
mitting taxea on "income from 
whatever source derived" does not 
mean "from whatever source de- 
rived."

anxious to reform the national la- 
bor relations board will find the 
white house in rather co-operative 
mood. The truth is that the pres- 
ident and his lieutenants, while 
keeping mum for political reasons, 
are 
thoroly annoyed with the 
board. 


The two commonest criticisms 


of the NLRB are that it is a one 
sided coui t, allowing1 no appeals 
by employers, and that its staff is 
infested with extreme left-wingers, 
burning with the usual blind zeal 
of the extreme left. The criticisms 
originate among the president's 
enemies 


Fear "Ripper" Bill. 


Surprisingly enough, the white 


house general staff assents to 
both ot them in part. The white 
house annoyance with the board 
flows from the conviction that, if 
the board had been reasonably dis- 
creet, there need have been no 
loopholes for attack. It's 
now 
feared that the board's indiscre- 
tions will excuse a regular upper 
bill, tearing the essential vitals 
out of the labor relations set. 


Some time ago, white house em- 
issaries even made a positive ef- 
fort to persuade the NLRB to re- 
form itself 
The sections referring 


to employers in the labor rela- 
tions act are somewhat vague. 
The board has ruled that they 
mean employer* have no legal re- 
course to the board. Among the 
lawyers of the white house gen- 
eral staff, many of whom are emi- 
nently qualified, a contrary view 
prevails. 


They hold that, in cases of fac^ 
tional and jurisdictional labor dis- 
putes, when the unions involved do 
not wish to call in the board, the 
employer may enter a complaint. 
They say that, while the board 
may not make the employer a 
party to the proceedings, it is au- 
thorized to hear his complaint and 
intervene in the labor dispute at 
his behest. 


Urge Board Adopt View. 


It was this interpretation of the 
Statute which the emissaries of 
the white house urged the board 
to adopt. While it would scarcely 
meet the demands of industry, it 
would go far toward nullifying the 
attacks on the board. 
But the 
board members took the line that 
they were a judicial body, as in- 
dependent as a hog on ice. They 
flatly refused to reverse them- 
selves, and there the matter eded. 


Political tact is 
scarcely 
the 
board's forte, in fact. In spite of 
the roar of denunciation to which 
they are being subjected, board 
spokesmen still maintain that em- 
ployers don't really want recourse 
to the board. They claim that a 
confidential survey revealed that 
less than 5 percent of the em- 
ployers would use the right of ap- 
peal if they had it. All of which 
does not alter the fact that the 
board is on a hot spot, and the 


> sooner it gets off the better. 


Left Wingers Seen. 


As for the existence of a group 


of extreme left-wingers among the 
boai d'a personnel, 
this 
too has 


caused serious concern among new 
dealei s 
commonly 
regarded 
as 


pretty 
radical themselves 
The 
charge has been looked into, and 
the new dealers 
have satisfied 


themselves that it is fairly well 
supported. For fear of shouts of 
"red baiting," nothing: definite has 
been done. But there has been talk 
of getting Chairman William O 
Douglas of the securities and ex- 
change commission to go in and 
clean up. The signs point to an 
eventual attempt 
to purge 
the 


boai d, as the AAA was purged 
years ago. 


The board's left-wingers appear 


to be subordinate officials, 
with 
just enough power to do real harm. 
They aie most troublesome to the 
regional 
administrators, 
whose 
^taffs are appointed from Wash- 
ington. 


Rebellion within. 


Some time ago, 
Mrs 
Elinore 


Heuick, administrator of the im- 
portant New York region, led sev- 
eral of her colleagues in a rebellion 
against the board. 
Some of the 


charges the rebel* brought to 
Washington 
were pretty 
nasty 
For example, one said that, as the 
office-workers 
could 
not 
be 
trusted, it was necessary to trans- 
act confidential business outside 
the regional offices. But the rebel- 
lion was quashed, and now even its 
occurrence will probably be denied 
Considering the circumstances 
it's not surprising that the board's 
real friends may feel unable to 
fight for it. Even S*nator Robert 
F. Wagner, author of the labor re- 
lations act, is maintaining a pas- 
sive attitude. The president has 
abandoned his controversial nom- 
ination of Donald Wakefield Smith 
And the watchword is to keep re- 
form within decent limits.

It is designated 
as unfair sales act and seeks to 
define and proliibit unfair sales 
It defines cost to the retailer as 
meaning invoice or replacement 
cost, whichever is lower, less trade 
discounts, except the customary 
discounts for cash, to which shall 
be added freight charges not oth- 
erwise included and cartage- to re- 
tail outlet if paid by the retailer. 
Cartage, In absence of proof, shall 
be deemed to be three-fourths of 
1 percent of the cost. 
Markup, to cover the cost of do- 


ing business, of 6 percent of the 
cost to the retailer, same as in the 
act of 2 years ago, is prescribed. 
This after adding1 freight charges 
and cartage. 
Cost to the whole- 
saler shall mean invoice or 
re- 


placement cost, whichever is lower, 
less trade discounts, except 'cus- 
tomaiy cash discounts, to which 
shall be added freight and cartage. 


The f-* <" p.'—^ides that any adver- 


tising, otfer to sell or sale of mer- 
chandise, either by wholesaler or 
retailer, at less than cost as above 
defined, with intent of inducing 
purchase of other merchandise or 
of unfairly diverting trade from a 
competitor or otherwise injuring a 
competitor shall be prohibited and 
provides a penalty of fine to |500, 
also vesting in the courts power to 
prevent and restrain future viola- 
tions. The act does not apply to 
bona fide clearance sales, to per- 
ishables 
which 
must 
be sold 
promptly, damaged or imperfect 
merchandise sold as such, sales on 
contract to departments of 
the 
government 
and 
subdivisions, 
where the price is made in good 
faith to meet competition and 
where sales are under direction of 
the court. 
The 
new bill is 
apparently 
drawn to meet the objections of 
the supreme court in the Rubsack 
case from Omaha, a test of the 
law. While the court said in that 
decision that the constitutional 
guarantee in the bill of rights con- 
templates that every person 
1 e- 
gally in possession of property has 
the right to dispose of it in such 
Innocent manner as he pleases at 
such price as he can obtain at fair 
barter, it said that it was not nec- 
essary to pass on its constitution- 
ality, and following the rule that 
it does not do so when other de- 
fects appear, held that it was bad 
because of indefinite and uncertain 
character. 
The court said that section 3 
was unenforcible because it deter- 
mined criminality *of an act and 
punishment 
thereunder 
wholly 
without reference to the Intent, 
purpose or actual knowledge of 
the seller solely because it less- 
ened, 
injured, 
destroyed, pre- 


vented, hindered or suppressed 
competition. This left a dividing 
line too dim to approve. In other 
words, the elements of the crime 
were not so clearly expressed as 
to advise in advance any person 
of what was unlawful or lawful for 
him to do.

NOT DEFENSE MEASURES. 


Two project*, started in the days 


when the president was given a blank 
check of billions to do with as he liked, 
bob up again with a presidential, re- 
quest for funds. 
They are the Florida 


•hip canal and Paasamaquoddy. 


The ship canal is urged as a defense 


plan. It should be completed as a war 
measure, it is argued. With that plea it 
is hoped to enlist support that other- 
wise would not be given. 
The ship 


canal, which involves the expenditure 
of many millions hi Florida, is not popu- 
lar even in that state. It is feared the 
great waterway would drain the mois- 
ture from Florida soil. 
What Is also 


important to Florida is the fear that 
it would furnish a shorter route to mar- 
ket for Texas citrus fruits and other 
products that are also produced in 
Florida. Growers of citrus fruits every- 
where are having enough trouble with 
markets to make them shy from others. 
The country at large will hardly show 
sympathy, however, with opposition to 
& market short route. 
. The regrettable thing is that the pres- 
ident should ask for money to finish 
this canal and place the request as a 
war measure. 
There will be little de- 


nial that this country faces a threat 
of war in the future. 
There will be 


general agreement that our defenses 
should be made adequate for the present 
and that our war plans for the future 
should contemplate production of war 
necessities in tremendous volume when 
needed. ' To accomplish this, enlarge- 
ment and employment- of our Industrial 
plants is to be desired. Tt is to them 
that the country looks in time of war. 


There Is opposition In congress to 


Quoddy and to the ship canal. 
That 


opposition will not accept without ques- 
tion the argument that the ship canal's 
completion would bo a protective meas- 
ure. It might have some value in time 
of war. 
It 
would provide an Inland 


route for the transfer of ocean going 
vessels, but the need Is not great. 


Congress has refused appropriation for 


these projects in recent years. The op- 
position to spending will find in these 
requests for big money a reason to cut 
deeper into other requests. 
Sums that 


would be spent 
In 
their 
completion 


might well be employed in stimulating 
private industry, giving idle workers 
private jobs and taking others off the 
nation's payroll, and in providing fac- 
tory facilities for unc in times of emer- 
gency and for commercial uses in times 
of peace. 
The nation can get along a 


while yet without the ship canal or the 
power plant. 


The money asked for should be de- 


nied and the blank check plan of ap 
proprlatlons 
should 
be 
abandoned. 


Quoddy and the ship canal are ghoats 
of the blank check era. 


CHECKERS.

PROPOSED LABOR 
LAW. 


Federal lawmakers may find it ad- 
isable to turn to the states for models 
n legislation. It is probably true that 
ny labor law passed 
by any state 


ould guard more equitably the inter- 
sts of all concerned. 
In any event, 


ne striking example is now offered. 


That is found in a bill introduced in the 
Minnesota legislature. 


That state felt the necessity for law 


hat would deal with misunderstandings 
jetweenr employers and labor. 
So one 


f its members designed a law to estab- 
sh a state labor relations board. That 
111 is a striking contrast to the pres- 
nt federal Wagner law. 


The Minnesota bill would safeguard 


he interests of all parties concerned in 


.y labor dispute. 
It would hear the 


omplaints of labor, consider the rights 
f employers and the effect of labor 
isputes on the public at large. 
For 


nee, at least, a lawmaker has recog- 
ized that the public has rights. The 
Wagner law is one-sided. 
It was de- 


igned for labor only. 


The Minnesota law would deal with 


he equities in every dispute. It would 
rovide that tha board it creates should 
hear all evidence offered by employes, 
mployers and those who may represent 
he public. It recognizes that the rights 
jf those who employ labor and of those 
who consume the products of labor are 
also worthy of consideration. 


If the law provides, and it probably 


will, for adherence to judicial rules In 
ta hearings, and leaves the way open 
'or a proper review of proceedings of 
.he board by the courts, few will find 
cause for complaint. 


UNPREDICTABLES. 


Elliott Roosevelt has come out for

Roosevelt has' abandoned politics to Its 
fate while he turns to the movie in- 
dustry. The president, deep In politics 
and public problems, holds forth much 
as he has in the past, at Washington. 
He 
is 
silent 
about 
his 
successor. 


Chastened a bit, perhaps, by the fall 
elections, he is still aggressive and in- 
sistent on directing the destinies of a 
great people. Mrs, Roosevelt continues 
icr 
appearances 
before 
the 
public. 


Little is heard from the DuPont and 
Hearst alliances in which members of 
that family figure. 


What continues to amaze and some- 


times to alarm is that no one can guess 
what a Roosevelt will do next. It is a 
family 
of 
unpredictnbles, sometimes 


brilliant in achievement and sometimes 
ineffective in effort. 
Nevertheless the 


family is always active, and its activi- 
ties 
frequently 
affect plquantly 
the 


American scene. 


Ohio's new governor has lopped 1,500 


employes off the public payroll, and 
says he fintts most official payrolls 
are overloaded. This Is not an unusual 
situation arising out of the fact that, 
under pressure of friends and political 
leaders, 
officeholders 
make appoint- 


ments on the basis of peak load demand, 
as the engineers call it, which leaves 
a lot of idle persons during the periods 
when business is slack. It also arises 
out of the fact that in addition to two 
weeks or a month's vacation on pay, 
employes get 52 half holidays—Satur- 
day afternoons— and a dozen legal holi- 
days, time off that makes more jobs. 


Following the lead of a few of the 


bolder senators, a number of members 
of that house have raised their voices 
in protest against the presidential de 
mand for a vast increase in armaments. 
If these men will back lip their protests 
with votes it will be possible to prevent 
an extravagant 
investment in arms. 


Most people arc willing to see prepara- 
tions for adequate defense, but that does 
not mean unanimous approval of plans 
for defending the whole western hemi- 
sphere, part of the orient and possibly 
a good share of Europe. 


The administration of Lee O'Daniel as 


governor of Texas promises to be revo* 
lutionary. His inauguration had nil the 
aspects of a circus and was staged in 
the stadium of the state university 
But that Is not the most startling thing 
about O'Daniel. 
He 
has urged the 


legislature to levy a transactions tax to 
pay the $30 pension he promised in his 
campaign. This thing of attempting to 
make good on campaign promises Is 
almost unprecedented.

The dictator cannot let any on< 
of his lieutenants become- too powerfu 
for In him will lie a threat to the le&dei 
himself.

In explaining his vote against the 


elief bill, Congressman Helnke says it 
hould not be construed as against feed- 
ng the hungry or clothing th* naked. 
His principal reason for opposing- It 
was that it was giving "just another 
blank check" to the president. He says 
lis vote was against the inefficient and 
xtravaga.it 
system of administering 


elief. 
He does not believe that there 


s necessarily a greater need for relief 
ust before an election than there is 
after an election. 


Word comes from New York that 


here has been delay in placing securi- 
ies Involved in the public power dis- 
rict deal for Iowa-Nebraska property. 
Vhen the federal power commission ap- 
Toved the deal, it provided that it was

60 days, 


'here Is now a prospect that the 60 
lays will pass without the deal being 
losed.

or the completion of the deal. 


Negotiations for the 
Iowa-Nebraska 


have developed a few facts that will 
not be forgotten. One of these is that 
he owners of the Iowa-Nebraska prop- 
erties are willing to sell if they get their 
irice. 
Another \s rather extended op- 


losition to freezing electric rates at any 
igure In an ''era when great progress 
s being made in lowering the cost of 
reduction. In Lincoln, the outstanding 
and startling discovery ia that the city's 


nly protection against a sale which it 


might not approve is its own municipal 
power plant. 
Fortunately, that plant 


was in a position to add materially to 
ts load when negotiations for the Iowa- 
Nebraska property 
began, and plans 


were then being worked out to enlarge 
ts capacity and reduce the cost of pro- 
ducing energy. This work is now going 
on and the city is serving; a larger 
number of patrons. Plans already under- 
way at the muny plant contemplate an 
expenditure of ?175,000. 


The purchase by the city of Auburn 


of the properties in that section of the 
state owned by Western Public service 
company puts it Into the public owner- 
ship business beyond the ordinary ex- 
jerlence of municipalities. Along with 
.he city plant It also acquires 65 miles 
of rural transmission lines. Its entrance 
nto the field that the big hydros and the 
rural electric districts plan to monopo- 
ize adds that much more to a compli- 
cated problem some day to be solved in 
:he interest of economy and efficiency. 
The city has a third of a million in- 
vested, with cost to be paid out of rev- 
enues, and with many other municipal- 
ities will be interested in future rata 
levels. 


The Craven bill to pension firemen at 


half their salary after 21 years service, 
which amends the present law by strik- 
ing out the clause excepting- cities op- 
erating under home rule charter, has 
drawn fire from the start. 
City of- 


ficials have been working for some time 
on a pension plan to include all city 
employes, and the city attorney says 
that he does not believe the legislature 
has the right to dictate to home rule 
cities what they should do about pen- 
sions any more than about other poli- 
cies. Sentiment is likely to support the 
contention that whether to pension and 
what shall be the amount is a matter 
for the city to decide. 
Past 
firemen 


pension plans in Lincoln and Omaha 
have had disastrous financial 
results. 


Most firemen become eligible while in 
their forties, and consequently have the 
opportunity of holding full pay jobs In 
private employment. 


The state policemen's association has 


secured Introduction of a bill to place 
appointment of members of the vari- 
ous forces In all cities over 5,000 popu- 
lation on a merit basis, with provision 
made for protection in office, unless 
after a hearing it is found that a mem- 
ber has failed. 
Here again rises the 


question of the right of the legislature 
to dictate to the home rule charter 
cities the 
sort of 
government they 


shall set up. 
The lawyers agree that 


If this can be done with policemen and 
firemen, there Is no bar to directing 
the cftlea how to handle every other 
function which home rule charters were 
set up to preserve to them. 


The usual bills to distribute the of- 


fices and clerkships so that a wider 
number of families may find a place 
on 
the 
public 
payroll 
have 
been 


dropped Into the hopper. 
The intro- 


ducers say they are informed a num- 
ber of cases exist where husband and 
wife are both on the public payrolls, 
and that there are many cases where 
an elective officer either takes care of 
a relative or two in his own office or 
gets him or her placed with another 
officer, sometimes in exchange for his 
naming a relative of the other 
of 


fleer on his staff. The usual companion 
bill, forbidding public employment for 
women whose husbands have jobs else- 
where, has not yet made its apoparancc.

Dr. Benson Bloom now re- 
ports (J. A. M. A. 12,17, '38) that the 
effects of potassium, are -strikingly simi- 
lar to the effects of epinephrine (adrena- 
line) which is recognized as a valuable 
remedy for the relief of the severer 
manifestations of allergy. He 
quotes 


other investigators 
(Rusk and Kena- 


more, Ann. Int. Med., Apr. '38) who con- 
cluded that effects attributed to epine- 
5hrine (adrenaline) are actually pro- 
duced by potassium mobilization which 
epinephrine (adrenaline) causes. 
That 


is to say epinephrine (adrenaline) lib- 
erates potassium from the tissues, and 
when the tissues become depleted of 
their available or dispensable store of 
potassium, repeated 
doges of adrena- 


line (epinephrine) are no longer effec- 
tive. 


The suggestion made by Dr. Bloom Is 


that potassium plays a role in the pre- 
vention of allergy, but he says that ob- 
viously 
other 
electrolytes, 
Including 


sodium, calcium, chloride and iodide, 
take part in this complex reaction. 


Five grains of potassium chloride dis- 


solved In a glass of water is practically 
tasteless. Five grains of 
potassium 


chloride taken dissolved In a glass of 
water, three or four times a day, will 
give striking benefit in many cases of 
allergy—such as the specific manifesta- 
tions above mentioned, and besides, as 
mentioned by Dr. Bloom, in some cases 
of eczema, nasal polyposls and chronic 
allergic sinusitis. 


My colleague and counsellor, Hippo- 


crates, reminds me to assure readers 
who have paid their subscriptions in ad- 
vance that 15 to 25 grains of potassium 
chloride (chloride of potash) in a day 
or every day for that matter can do no 
more harm than that much common 
table salt (sodium chloride) does in any 
case.

WASHINGTON.-What is the yard- 


stick by which the fairness or unfair- 
ness of a federal commission or board, 
may be determined? Is it the number 
of times the federal courts affirm or re- 
verse decisions of the board in ques- 
tion, or is it to be what the individual 
members of the senate think when a 
board member comes up for reappoint- 
ment? 


This broad issue Is involved in the 


controversy that has arisen over de- 
cisions of the national labor relations 
board, so it is interesting to study a 
factual analysis which has just been 
made of what the courts have done in 
passing- judgment on the labor board's 
work. 


Rarely has a law been tested in the 


courts as many times or in such a short 
space of time as the Wagner labor re- 
lations act. 
In the three and a half 


years since it was passed, there have 
been 78 cases arising, apart from the 
customary injunction proceedings. The 
score of the labor board in cases that 
have come to the supreme court of the 
United States is 17 to 2 in the board's 
favor. As for cases not acted upon yet 
by the supreme court and still in the 
circuit courts of appeals, the score is 
33 to 13; that is, the board's decisions 
have been ordered enforced in full in 
33 cases and enforcement has been de- 
nied in 13 instances. 


To this latter total might be added 


five cases in which the board's decisions 
were ordered enforced in part, but then 
it might also be contended that, In the 
same five cases, the courts did not 
agree In part with the board. 


But 33 cases of clean cut victory for 


the labor board as against 13 or 18, de- 
pending on how the 5 cases of "50-50" 
decisions are lined up, is a remarkable 
record for any federal board, entirely 
apart from the 17 to 2 showing in the 
highest court in the land. 


Much 
criticism 
has 
been 
leveled 


against the labor board on the ground 
that It Is arbitrary in its decisions, or 
that It reveals bias. 
What the oppo- 


nents of the Wagner act In congress 
have been striving to do lately is to 
fix the blame for this on the members 
of the board instead of on the congress 
itself which wrote the law that now 
comes under fire. 


Some of the attacks on the labor 


ooard's decisions have referred to im- 
proper or unfair procedure. The circuit 
courts of appeals and the supreme court 
of the United States have their atten- 
tion directed to such defects in pro- 
cedure by the lawyers involved in these 
cases, and the issues are usually passed 
upon by the courts. If the procedure is 
unfair, the court decisions will tend to 
correct mistaken action, but the courts 
cannot write into the law clauses giv- 
ing the employer the same rights as the 
employes when congress itself has re- 
fused to do it. 


The labor board will doubtless be re- 


versed in some of the cases now pend- 
ing. 
This correspondent wrote, for in- 


stance, at the time the Fansteel case 
was decided by the labor board, that the 
courts probably would not sanction re- 
instatement of employes who had been 
engaged in "sitdown" strikes, but the 
points in that case, as already outlined 
in these dispatches, are far from com- 
mitting the labor board to support of 
the 
"sitdown" strike 
or any 
other 


method of violence as a means of set- 
tling labor quarrels. 


This congress is likely to take up the 


question of amending the Wagner act, 
but surrounding the discussion of re- 
vision is an unfortunate controversy 
that has arisen over the confirmation 
by the 
senate of Donald Wakefleld 


Smith, who was given a recess appoint- 
ment for a second term by President 
Roosevelt, but whose nomination has 
not yet been aent to the senate. 


There Is another Smith on the board 


—Edwin S. Smith—and the 
story Is 


going the rounds that the A. F. of L., 
in its original protest to Mr. Roosevelt 
against 
the 
appointment 
of 
Donald 


Wakefleld Smith, really meant Edwin 
Smith. The right of the A. F. of L. or 
the chamber of commerce, or any other 
organization representing parties that 
come before a federal board, to chal- 
lenge a reappolntment Is 
technically 


okeh, but the propriety of interested or- 
ganizations seeking to punish members 
of a federal board for their decisions 
by blocking confirmation Is something 
else again. 
Certainly, In nearly all the 


cases, 
Donald 
Wakefield 
Smith has 


ruled 
as 
has 
the 
board 
itself, 
so 


that a vote to unseat him is a vote 
against the decisions 
of the federal 


courts which have sustained* his views, 
unless, of course, the 
fight on con- 


firmation should revolve around the 
question 
of 
personal 
qualifications, 


which thus far has not been made an 
issue in the contest. Boards charged 
with quasi-judicial tasks may easily be- 
come more concerned hereafter as to 
the kind of decisions which will merit 
them confirmation by senate factions 
rather than as to what the terms of the 
law require them to decide.

Of the 20,140 examinees who sent 


me their answers for rating, only 
4,813 perceived the real possibilities 
of the situation and passed. Three 
thousand eight hundred and eighty- 
eight overcalled with one no trump; 
8,054 doubled for a lake-out; 627 bid 
two no trump; 1,80-1 bid one spade; 
954 bid two spades. As will be seen, 
onlj about 23 per cent felt that pass- 
Ing would load to the best Jesuit. 


The very situation that caused most 


players to bid was the one which 
should have caused them to pass East 
could not go game with his 40 part- 
score on a mere one heart 
con- 


tract, hence there was no immediate 
necessity for South to defend. South 
should realize (hat West would be 
terribly tempted to keep the bidding 
open with a very bad hand in an ef- 
fort to cash in on the 40 part-score. 
If he succumbed to temptation a very 
Interesting situation would develop; 
that is, South would have a beautiful 
penalty double of a two heart or two 
spade contract, or of the needed three 
bid In the minor suits. A trap such 
as this Is virtually made to order by 


the situation Itself, and failurp to take 
advantage of it is indisputable evi- 
dence of short-sightedness. 


TODAY'S HAND. 


When both dummy and declarer's 


hand are well supplied with entries 
there is little [or nothing] that the 
defenders can do to protect them- 
selves against finesses. If their kings 
nhd queens lie in a vulnerable posi- 
tion, and declarer guesses right, thoy 
arc helpless. But at least they can 
fight against the creation, of entries 
for finessing purposes.

East opened with one club rather 


than with a diamond because he did 
not really expect to buy the contract 
and wanted to indicate the best open- 
ing lead. 


West opened the club eight, dummy 


ducked, and East won with the king. 
Now since any return was not very 
attractive, East chose the least dan- 
gerous one — a low diamond. South's 
jack held and now the spade king was 
Jaid down. West won and returned 
the six of clubs, dummy ducking 
again. East knew that declarer must 
have started with three clubs, else 
West would have had four and would 
have led his fourth highest. Hence, 
to make sure that dummy's club 
queen would not become an entry, 
East put in the ten spot, permitting 
the jack to win. 


Declarer now could have fulfilled 


his eight trick contract by overtaking 
the 
diamond 
king and finessing 


against the spade jack, but, of course, 
was not sure that the spade finesse 
would work, hence tried another 
plan: After cashing the diamond king 
he led a low heart toward dummy.

There now was no way to 
trap the spade jack by a finesse, 
hence that lowly card had to be con- 
ceded to the defenders and the con- 
tract was down one.

braska Power company had com- 
menced development of rural lines 
end lowered its rural rates because 
of the development of public dis- 
tricts was denied Wednesday be- 
fore the Nebraska railway com- 
mission by Glen Walker, assistant 
manager of the company's rural 
division. 


Walker said that his company 
had been aggressively developing 
its rural service for the last 10 
or 12 years and that the reduction 
in rates had come about thru de- 
velopment of cheaper construction, 
transmission and generating" costs.

POWER USERS DRIFT 


TO MUNICIPAL PLANT 


Will Spend $175,000 Mod- 


ernizing Lincoln's Rate 


"Yardstick." 


During the past six weeks there 


has been a steady drift of cus- 
tomers to the municipal light 
plant. It has been estimated that 
over 200 Lincoln residents have 
ordered replacements with muny 
light plant meters of those belong- 
ing to the Iowa-Nebraska Light & 
Power company. Over a hundred 
have changed so far this month. 


For the past six months re- 
peated 
denials were published 


from the private company's offi- 
cials that there was any truth to 
reports that the Iowa-Nebraska 
contemplated selling out to the 
hydro-electric 
districts 
of 
the 
state. 


When, a few weeks ago, the 


proposal burst into the headlines 
as an actuality the switch to mu- 
nicipal power lines turned sharply 
upward. Almost unsolicited, be- 
cause the muny department main- 
tains no paid solicitors, the orders 
started coming in. It was reported 
that 
several 
commercial 
users 
were merely marking time await- 
ing the outcome of the financial 
transaction. 


Will Modernize Plant. 


Last summer the city council 
decided to take steps to make the 
municipal light department into a 
more effective rate yardstick for 
Lincoln consumers. 
For the past 25 years every rate 
reduction on power rates has been 
initiated by the municipal plant. 
There have been two recent reduc- 
tions, one two years ago which 
brought rates down approximate- 
ly 5 percent, the other taking ef- 
fect last September. 
The last rate change, affecting 
all users of current, meant an an- 
nual reduction of $25,000 in mu- 
nicipal plant revenues 
and an 
estimated reduction to the Iowa- 
Nebraska, which met the reduc- 
tions of the city, of about $100,000. 
In order that the municipal 


light 
department 
might 
be 


strengthened and improved to the 
end of greater operating efficiency 
the council authorized 
improve- 
ments which, when completed, will 
cost approximately $175,000. 
The total installed capacity at 
the plant is now at 8,900 K. W. 
H. The largest unit there is rated 
at 4,000 K. W. H. 
If that unit 
goes out of service, under tHe ro- 
tating system of keeping one of 
the three turbines idle while the 
other undergoes routine 
repairs, 


there would still be a 4,900 K. W. 
H. firm capacity. 
The 
present 


peak capacity load is estimated at 
3,000. The average K. W. produc- 
tion at the muny plant will run 
around 1,500 while it is estimated 
that the Iowa-Nebraska's 
aver- 
age on K. W. (instantaneous load 
at the switchboard) is about 6,200. 
It is stated that the municipal 
plant, under ordinary operating 
conditions, then has a surplus of 
1,900, which would take care of 
an increase of about 60 percent in 
the load. 
But the present switchboard is 


obsolete. A switchboard 
corre- 
sponds to brakes on a car and an 
inadequate, board is really hazard- 
ous for service in event of emer- 
gency. 
The new board will cost 
$90,000 and will have a 150,000 
K. V. A. interrupting capacity as 
compared with 25,000 of the pres-1 
ent board. 
In event of a severe electrical 
storm and resulting short circuit 
the new board will take care of it 
without injury to the plant and 
the new switchboard will also per- 
mit more flexibility in operation. 
Director Erickson also has pro- 
vided for 
installation 
of some 


boiler feed pumps, two heat econo- 
rnoving devices which will utilize 
waste heat from the steam. In- 
stallation of new type stokers to 
cut coal costs is also contemplated. 
It has been estimated that it 
would cost approximately $250.000 
to install a new 5,000 k. w. unit, 
consisting of boiler and generator, 
in the event that the power load 
on the plant should receive a radi- 
cal increase. 


Ample Funds Available. 


The municipal light fund has 
ample money on hand in Director 
Erickson's plan, there being on 
Jan. 1 a balance of $561,000. 
In fact, it has been estimated 


by some that the city could dupli- 
cate the entire facilities locally of 
the Iowa-Nebraska for about $4,- 
500,000 additional to the present 
muny plant. The private utility 
was to realize nearly $11,000,000 
in the proposed bond deal, for its 
local properties, which sum was 
fK-rri. not on a replacement basis, 
but on a basis of earnings. 
The lines of the muny plant 
system cover the entire city in a 
general way, with the exception of 
Ilaveloclc. There are few lines in 
College View and the ni'uiation m 
the downtown area is also weak. 
But because the density of cus- 


tomers for the muny 
plant is so 
much 
lighter 
than that of the 


private utility the costs for the 
municipal plant per customer's 
service is almost double that of 
the lowu-Netaraska. The mainte- 
nance cost as a result is also con- 
siderably higher. 
"We 
want 
to be an effective 


yardstick,'1 said one city official, 
"but 
you have to have Die cus- 


tomers first." 
If the present trend continues 


the month of January will prove 
to be one of the greatest in muny 
power history, from the standpoint 
of installations.

With the same 
tact that has made me unpopular 
in more than one circle I went 
directly to the men who were set- 
tling last year's world champion- 
ship, Vines and Fred Perry. 


With a merry "hello," and a "Do 


you fellows frame 
these tennis 


shames so they come out even?" I 
hinted at what I wanted to know. 


They Catch On. 


Ellsworth and Fred caught on 


with 
commendable alacrity 
and 


quickly set me straight. No, they 
didn't deliberately maintain a bal- 
ance of power. Each played his 
best at all times, and for these 
reasons: 
1. A certain percentage of each 
ite was set aside to be given to 


:he winner of the series, 


2. They knew Budge planned 


to turn professional and that the 
winner of their series would get 
first crack at him. 


3. Each one of them wanted to 


be known as the world's champion 
professional player. 


In other words, the top man was 


sure of more money and a greater 
reputation as a tennis player. But 
:he chief reason Ellsworth 
and 


Fred kept their play on the level 
was the natural honesty of the 
men themselves. 
They are very 


high type of sportsmen and not 
:o be confused with certain of the 
wrestling1, boxing and horse rac- 
ing gentry. 


What held good for Perry and 


Vines undoubtedly holds good for 
Vines and Budge. Budge is every 
bit the fine sportsman that Perry 
is, and probably wouldn't know 
low to throw a match if he wanted 
to. He has been playing his best 
game ever since he was a young- 
ster, and I have no doubt but that 
is what he is doing every1 time he 
plays today. 


Power va. Steadiness. 


As to the series staying fairly 


even, why shouldn't it? 
There is 


very little to choose between the 
games of the great tennis players. 
The 
series 
between Vines and 


Budge is strictly one of power 
versus steadiness. Vines is a con- 
stant seeker 
of perfection. 
He 


allows no margin of safety. He 
shoots for the top of the net and 
the very lines themselves. When 
he is in top form no tennis player 
who ever lived can' beat him, but 
of course it is impossible for him 
to be at the zenith of his form all 
the time. When he is slightly off, 
he will make more errors than an 
ordinary player. 


Budge's 
game, 
while not 
as 


spectacular, 
is 
much 
sounder. 


Budge's peak is neve,r as great as 
Vines', but his average is much 
better. In other words, he ia never 
as good or never as bad as Vines. 


Take it from Nosey McLemore, 


who has really gone into the mat- 
ter, the pro tennis boys play on 
the level.
